manent good can come from the Washington conference, it does not follow 
that 'the "situation generally" warrants a pessimistic view. 
Rather will the 


failure of the present conference point not only to the immediate causes for 
its failure, but to the real way In which the nations must walk if war is to be 
made a relic, of barbarism. 


^We do not believe that war is to persist for all time, but It certainly will 


persist until the causes nf war are understood and removed. 
Neither did 


v-we say that no war is justifiable.. 
The statement was mado that before the 


conference can get anywhere it must determine whether war Is a justifiable 
means of settling international disputes. 


Our correspondept asks if there was not justification for the Revolutionary 


•war. The 'Revolutionary war was forced solely by England's Tories and Bour- 
bons, comprising an aristocracy that never learned anything and never forgot.
